AT HALF PAST TWELVE. 


Solemn Oath Administered by Sena- 


tor Frye of Maine. 


Proceeding* of Marked Simplicity — In- 


<tiii)tinii of Vico I'rosidciit Into 


Ollle'o I'orfcctly Kxi'cuteil. 


WASHINGTON, March 4.—Standing 


upon a spot hallowed by history and in 
the presence of a brilliant and distin- 
guished assemblage, Theodore Hooscvcnt 
of New York, today was inducted into 
the otlicc of vice president of the United 
States. 


The solemn oath, the Inking of which 


places Mr. Roosevelt in the van of a 
long line of, eminent patriots and states- 
men, was Administered by Senator Wil- 
liam P. F-ryu. of Maine., president pro 
temporc of the United Slates senate. 


The ceremony was thoroughly demo- 


cratic, yet in its very simplicity, pro- 
foundly impressive. 


The totting of the scene would lend 


inspiration to the artists brush. The 
historic senate chamber, superb in its 
white and gold beauty, was without dec- 
orations of any kind. Not even the stars 
and stripes were displayed officially, al- 
though, as thu hi«t words of the oath 
of ollice fell from the lips of the stern- 
visiiged, 
silver-haired senator 
.^froni 


Maine, and Vice President Roosevelt fer- 
vently clasped his hand, the galleries 
were'splushed with the national colors, 
many silken hand-Hags iluU<>ring breez- 
ily uniting hundreds of handkerchiefs. 


'I'pon the door of the chamber, intent 


upon the ceremony, were men whose 
names are household words in every 
city. 


Tlie president>of the'United Stages was 


there. Senators and 
representatives, 


members of the supreme court of the 
United Slates, governors of many states, 
member* of t'.ic diplomatic corps, army 
and navy ollicers, and men distinguished 
ill all the walks of life, were passive par- 
ticipants in the ceremony. The galler- 
ies presented a spectacle of marvelous, 
bounty in tlm hundreds of brilliantly 
attired women, gay in handsome toilets, 
lending color scene, to the almost too 
sombre surroundings. 


AS the new vice president dropped the. 


hand of Sena-tor l-'ryc, he glanced up- 
ward to his wife, sealed in the executive 
gallery. She was the iirst of whom he 
thought in this momentous hour and to 
her he looked for inspiration^ 


An instant later this vigorous Ameri- 


can and man of letters and of affairs, 
faced Use United Slntes senate for the 
Iirst time as its presiding ofliccr. Not a 
Haw in the induction of tlm vice presi- 
dent 
into oflieo was 
noticeable. The 


whole was perfectly planned and beau- 
tifully executed. 


"SOKNK IN" THE SEXATE. 


The senate was in session, construc- 


tively, having been so since 11 o'clock 
Saturday morning, 
although 
recesses 


taken at intervals, had 
rendered the 


mental and physical strain more endur- 
able. 


Early, in the, morning the galleries had 


been cleared by an executive session and 
ihev were not opened ngtiin until ten 
o'clock and then only to those who held 
cards of admission to the eapitol ami 
to the places reserved for them in the 
gnircries. 


Rapidly the galleries began to fill and 


long before the hour for the ceremony 
proper to begin, they were tnrongcd to 
tlic doors- 


ARRIVAL OF ROOSEVELT. 
. 


At 10:30 a. in..' tho 
vice president- 


elect arrived at the capitol, accompanied 
by 'Senator Snootier and Representative 
Dnlzcll. He went directly to the viec 
president's room. Shortly before half 
past eleven, Mrs. McKinley, escorted by 
Major General Corbin, entered the exe- 
cutive gallery. She 
was 
accompanied 


by the members of her house party. She 
\yn-i -assisted down the aisle of thu gal- 
lery to a front seat -which had been re- 
served for her. She chatted spiritedly 
with her friends and at times smiled 
recognition to some friend on the floor 
of Uie. senate or in the galleries. 
.. 


V'our years ago the venerable mother- 


of I he-president, yien over eighty years 
of aj;e, was of the -presidential imvty_ in 


the executive gallery, but today she was 
no more. 


Almost simultaneously with" the pres- 


idential party's arrival Mrs. Roosevelt 
and her friends, principally relatives, en- 
tered. Accompanied 
by her 
children, 


she was escorted to front seats in. the 
gallery reserved for them just opposjtc 
those occupied by Mrs. McKinley. 


The exchange of greetings between 


Mrs. McKinley and Mrs. Roosevelt was 
noted by all. The children of Mr. and 
Mrs. Roosevelt, who, with eager eyes, 
drank in every detail of the historic oc- 
casion, gnzod with wide-eyed wonder up- 
on the scene1, not missing 01 single inci- 
dent or detail- 


Upon the lloor of the senate the pro- 


ceedings were in accordance with a def- 
inite program, from which tliere was' no 
deviation. 


AWAIT PRESIDENT'S COMING. 
At Jl:4 the entrance -of the diplomat- 


ic corps was announced. Headed* by the 
.-lean of Ihc corps, Lord Pauncefotc, am- 
bassador of Great Britain,,the ambassa- 
dors of and ministers from foreign coun- 
tries, passed down the main aisle. Five 
minutes later the nine supreme court 
justices, in their flowing robes, were 
seated. Interest' by this lime was in- 
tense. All were awaiting the appear- 
ance tif Governor Roosevelt and Prosi- 
'dent McKinley. After tho, golden hn'nd 
of the great blue-faced clock, immed- 
iately beneath the diplomatic gallery, 
had passed the stroke of noon, the main 
tloors swung open and "the vice presi- 
dent-elect of the United States" was _an- 
nounced. 


Governor Roosevelt was escorted to 


his scat on the platform immediately to 
the right of Senator Fryo, the president 
protein, by Mr. Spooner, or Wisconsin, 
and Representative Dalzell, of Pennsyl- 
vania, of the congressional 
inniignhiil 


committee. 


Governor Rooscv'clt, frock-coaled and 


handsome, a splendid speciment of Amer- 
ican manhood, a picture 
of 
perfect 


hciillh, approached his seat in a digni- 
fied manner. 


Meantime, the members of tlic presi- 


dent's cabinet bad entered and had been 
seated on the-left o f ' t h o ambassadors. 
The sombre garb and silk hats of the 
jnembcrs of the president's ollicial fam- 
ily were in striking contrast with the 
gorgeous uniforms -of members of the 
diplomatic corps. 


Following the members of the cabinet 


came Admiral Uewey 
and

VICE PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS. 


As the a.sscmbl.-igc agnin was scalql, 


tlie new vice president ascended to his 
desk to deliver his inaugural address. 


Before the delivery of the. speech, the 


venerable chaplain of tlie senate. Rev. 
Dr. William ,1. H. Millmrn, invoked the 
divine blessing upon the assemblage and 
the ceremonies. 


The smile had faded from the vice 


president's face by the time the prayer 
was concluded and be started delivery 
of bis address.

RED CLOVER SEED. 


liInK» "Worth KnowlnK WTien Bay- 
In^— Impurities ami Adulteration*. 
Reports corning from various sections 


of the United States show, according 
to Botanist Pleters of the agricultural 
department, that with advancing prices 
a large amount of adulterated clover, 
seed is offered and that where buyers 
.ire not sufficiently careful or well in- 
formed much is actually sold. This au- 
thority fnrther tells that the clover 
crop for 1000 has uot been up to the-av- 
erage in cither quality or quantity, es- 
pecially In the states that furnish tho 
higher grades. European dealers are 
offering seed in America, and although 
much of this is doubtless American 
seed that was exported during, timea 
of low prices, It is possible some seed 
of the European, variety may find its 
way to America. The use of European 
clover seed would undoubtedly prove 
disappointing to the American farmer, 
since the plant seems to be 111 adapted 
to the climate prevailing In the clover 
growing sections of the United States. 
The variety has not been extensively 
tried iu America owing to the high 
price the seed usually commands at 
home, but as far as trials have been 
made it is clearly unfit for planting In 
the latitude of Washington. 


The quality of a sample of clover seed 


depends upon its cleanness, the per- 
centage of germinablo, seed, the vigor 
of germination and tbe origin of the 
seed. The cleanness of a sample de- 


i pends both upon its freedom from bro- 


ken seeds, dirt and other inert matter 


1 and upon the absence of weed seeds 


and the seeds of other cultivated 
plants. The seeds of timothy and of 
white and alsike clover are often pres- 
ent and although they must be consid- 
ered Impurities they cannot be called 
Injurious. Timothy may sometimes be 
present In such quantity as to be ob- 
jectionable, not from the nature of the 
plant, but because the seed can be pur- 
chased at a much less cost than clover 
seed, and a farmer does not want to 
pay 'for clover when he gets timothy. 
More serious Is the presence of a con- 
siderable quantity of wee<?. seeds, espe- 
cially if among tbe lot are the seeds of 
some of the more pestiferous weeds. 


In'some localities low grades of clo- 


ver seed are demanded because the clo- 
ver is to be used as green manure, and 
it is thought that the weeds will fur- 
nish green material for plowing under 
and can thus do no harm. This Is true 
to a certain extent but the weeds fall 
far short of the clover as a green ma- 
nure, and the value of the sod will be 
reduced in proportion to ^abundance 
of weeds. It is poor economy to pay 
for weed seeds and to allow them to 
occupy the ground at a savins of 25 to 
60 cents on the acre for seed. More- 
over, when a sample of clover seed is 
very foul, it nearly always contains 
largo quantities of the seeds of the 
-worst weeds, such as sorrel, bnckhorn, 
plantain and sometimes dodder. - 


The seeds of dodder are fortunately 


not yet common in American clover 
seed and are most rare in well cleaned, 
home grown seed, but the danger of the 
spread of this pest should not be under- 
rated. When it is realized that a dod- 
der plant can attack one clover plant 
after another until it has destroyed the 
clover over.an area of several square 
feet it will be seen that not even one 
dodder seed In a pound of clover seed 
should be tolerated.

Two methods have been suggested

\ftor they are harvested the soil is 
thoroughly fitted for winter rye, which 
Is then sown iii September so as to in- 
pure a good start before the advent of 
winter." The following spring common 
red clover seed Is sown, prefernbly^lnto 
iii March or very early In April. This 
is done after the old snow and ice have 
melted and if possible after a light fall 
of snow.
